He pointed out how the 
Army's “traffic manager,” the Quartermaster General, has relied 
on the counsel of railroad authorities in mapping out the trans- 
portation problems that would be involved in a major mobiliza- 
tion of men and materials, and voiced assurance that the rail- 
toads would be ready to answer the call of the Acmy and Navy 
for any great national effort.

NWP Authorized to Aban- 
don Commute Service 


HE California Railroad Commission 

May 21 authorized Northwestern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company to abandon its 
electric train and ferry commutation ser- 
vice between Marin county points and 
San Francisco and approved the applica- 
tion of Pacific Greyhound Lines to es- 
tablish 2 bus commutation service in lieu 
of the present service. The order does not 
affect the present steam train main line 
service between Sausalito and Eureka, 

The decision found that Northwestern 
Pacific's interurban service cannot be 
operated on any fare of service basis 
which will return sufficient revenue to 
pay the out-of-pocket cost of providing 
the service and should not be required 
to continue the operation; that the appli- 
cation of Pacific Greyhound Lines to 
operate a bus service between the com- 
munities of Marin county and from those 
points to San Francisco should be 
granted; that Pacific Motor Trucking 
Company should be authorized to provide 
freight service between Marin county 
and San Francisco to replace the service 
to be discontinued by Northwestern 
Pacific. 

The decision authorized Greyhound to 
establish the service within six months, 
and allows Northwestern Pacific to aban- 
don its electric lines and ferry service 
coincident only with the commencement 
of substitute service.

SP Rail and Truck 


Services Expand 


ECENT months have given SP-PMT 
forces many opportunities to further 
apply coordinated truck-rail service in 
bringing additional business to SP lines 
through faster service and lower operat- 
ing costs. 

When the Coos Bay Pulp Corporation 
at Empire, Oregon, decided to change 
from water to rail transportation, a sur- 
vey was instituted by the SP-PMT staff 
to determine the best way to move the 
trafic from Empire to the SP railhead at 
North Bend, a distance of five miles. 
Careful study indicated that economy 
and flexibility could best be obtained 
through movements over the highway 
rather than the laying of additional 
track. Operating experience has fully 
justified this decision and since inaugu- 
rating the service in September of last 
year, the trucks have carried an ever in- 
creasing volume of pulp to the railhead, 
from which it moved in fast railroad ser- 
vice to transcontinental destination. Peak 
days have seen ten cars loaded with 950,- 
400 Ibs. of pulp in a period of 22% 
hours, and the movement for the first 
three months of 1940 total 7,790,000 Ibs.

yy’ Waybill Clerk S. J. “Sam” 
Lyter, SF Freight Terminal, points 
to the following as a means of getting a 
fine on potential freight business: 

“We are constantly watching shipments 
moving into San Francisco via truck 
lines, particularly those eriginating out- 
of-state, and moving to points beyond San 
Francisco.

Auto Ferries Make Last 
Run on SF Bay 


rPYRANSBAY vehicular ferries of 

Southern Pacific Golden Gate Ferries 
Ltd. made their last run on San Francisco 
Bay at 9:30 P. M. May 16. By order of 
Burton J. Wyman, referee in bankruptcy, 
earlier in the day, the service was sud- 
dealy halted. 

The Ferry Company was founded in 
1929 by a merger of the vehicular oper- 
ations of the Golden Gate Ferry Com- 
pany, Monticello Steamship Company, 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad Company 
and Southern Pacific Company. The Ferry 
Company operated successfully and fur- 
nished an excellent service until it was 
forced to meet the competition of the 
Transbay and Golden Gate bridges. Its 
efforts to meet this competition were not 
successful, and the Ferry Company was 
forced to abandon one line after another 
until, as a result of bankruptcy, the last 
remaining operations between San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland Pier and Alameda, came 
to a sudden end. 

At one time the Ferry Compaay hoasted. 
the largest ferry fleet in the world, with 
some 29 boats. Many of these were sold 
of scrapped until, at the termination of 
operations, only 11 boats were left of the 
original fleet, 


Reunion of “60th”: Bugles will blow 
“assembly” again for the GOth Railway 
Engineers, American Expeditionary Forces 
of 1918; this time for their reunion at 
Indianapolis, July 12-13-14.

Operating Results For 
First Four Months 


Fol the four months ended April 30, 
1940, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Transportation System 
amounted to $69,055,762, or $5,488,969 
more than the revenues for the same 
peciod of 1939; a 9% increase. 

During the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $54,199,167, or 
$4,168,461 more than the expenses for 
the same period of last year; an 8% 
increase. 

After deducting tax accruals of $6,- 
082,232, and net rentals for use of equip- 
ment and joint facilities totaling $3,889,- 
839, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $4,884,524, or 
$605,302 more than the net railway 
operating income for the first four 
months of 1939; a 14% increase. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on’ secutitics 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous income, 
must be paid the interest oa bonds and 
equipment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
three months ended March 31, 1940, the 
final result was a Net Loss of $3,673,- 
$91, which campares with a net loss of 
$4,327,218 for the first three months of 
1939. No dividends have been paid since 
January, 1932. The final results for the 
four months period of 1940, not available
